I. \/ IkTHcther thofe Salt-fprings do jidd lefs WAtir and 
V V rfjffre of the Salty in great Drought Sy than in wet 
feafons ? Ans.Owx Springs do not fenfibly alter in their decrcafc 
or incrcafc in either dry or wet feafons -Jor^being plentiful Springs, 
we have alwayes the Pitt full ; Only this is obfcrv'd by the Bri- 
nersy that they make more Salt with the fame quantity of Biinc 



in dry, than in wet feafons •, and more Sslt of the fjme quantitj 
of Brine at the Fill of the Moon, than at any other time. 

2, Honf hng b fore the Sfrin^^ or in th^ ^f^i^gr ^^ ^'^J be^ before 
the Fountains break out hto their fulleft fources ? Jn. * Fis not 
cbfeivable at all in our Salt- fprings, that the Brine rifech more 
plentifully in the Sp ing-tlme, than ac any other fea'bn ( f the 
year: neither is there any fenfible difference in theqiiicknefs of 
the fources as to the times cf the day, 

5, How much Witter the Spring yields d^itj^ or in an hour-^ ordi* 
narilf, or in great Droughts? An. Our Pitt is about y yards 
fquare or better, and of fo plentiful a fource^ that I believe^ it 
cannot be gutflcd ^ and the rather, bccaufe it fecms not to run 
much, vv!ien 'tis permitted to come at its full guage, where a 
vent through the bank into the River is 5 but being drawn much^ 
fo as to fink it below its u%al guage, it fo plentifully lets in, 
that 'twill ferve all the houfesin the lown to work, without 
falling much lower than a yard or two at moft • fo that I believe, 
that, when 'tis full, its own weight ballances much the irJux of 
iheSprngs, which are much quicker in alow Pitt, than a uU 
one.

and fo baked into an hard lamp in the mouths of their Ovens. 
Theufc of thefe is only for P/j^f^n-houfesr But Loaves o( Sale 
are the fin ft of all for Trenchoufe. No difference in the 
boyling of thefe from the common way of the fine Salt § but in 
the miking up fome care is ufed : for firft they cut their Bar- 
rows, they intend for Sa!t-loaves>witha ong flit from top to bot- 
tom equally on both fides i then they tye both fides together 
with cords ; then fill this Bar ow with Salt boiled as ufually, 
but in the filling are careful toramm d^wn the Salt with the end 
of fome wooden bar^ contmiring this, till the Barrow be filled to 
their minds-, then pliceit fpcedily in their Hot-houfe, and there 
kr it ftand all the time oftheirJ^if/%|^: wherefore t^cy prepare 
for thefe Loaves at the beginning of their Work, that they may 
have all the benefit of their Hot- houfes; and when thefe begin 
to flack, they rake out the Loaves, and untye the cords, that 
faftncd the Barr w. that both fides of the fame may eafily 
open v^ithout breaking the* Loaf. Then they take the Loaf, 
and bake it in an Oven where lK)u(liold--bread hath Ijeen baked^ 
but new drawn forth. This they do twice or thrice , till they 
fee it baked fitm enough ^ and this being plac'd in a Stove or 
in a Chimny corner, and clofe covered with an Hofe of Cloth 
or Leather, like the Sugar- Loaf-papers, will keep very white, 
and when tluy haveoccafion to ufe any, they fliave it off with a 
knife ( as you do Loaf- Sugar; to fill the Salt^feller. 

I mud not omit t riling you, that all the ground, where Salt 
orBine is fpilt, i$,when c^ugg up, tycctlknt M4dcL{or Grazing 
Grounds and even the Bricks^ that are throughly tinged withi
